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WOME MISSIONS. 


Dear BaeTaren :—Having been appointed at your last Asso- 
ciation to prepare a report on Home Missions, I submit the fol 
lowing : ‘ 

This Missian is of unspeakable importance. It lies at the very © 
foundation of other missions, From it all others are to be estab 
lished and sustained. The home field may be regarded as n 
entre from which the rays of gospel light shall diverge in 
‘ery direction, until they shall shine upon every family, every 
testitute neighborhood, every nation, settling in the region and 
shadow of death, It is our duty, brethren, to supply out 
children and domestics with the Gospel of Christ, then ou 
eighbors, and the destitute portigns of our own associations ; 
ind finally to aid by our prayers. and contributions in having 
the unsearchable riches of Christ preached upon every hill, 
ud ‘in every valley of our own beloved country. That is a 
-elfish principle, and one that does not pertain to Christ, or his 
heavenly teachings, which says let others take care of themselves. 
lt is not my business to send them the gospél—this is being 
onformed to this world, acting after the manner of’ this 
world. The blessed Savior was not moved by .a feeling of this 
kind when he undertook our deliverance — notwithstanding our 
unprovoked rebellion, and reckless disobedience, he came to earth, 
suffered, bled, and died for us. He came to seek and save that 
which was lost. We, actuated by his spirit, moved by lis example, 
should labor instruméntally to reclaim the erring and save the 
lost. 

The Savior, while here in pee labored and preached among 
his own countrymen—the Jews. He commanded his diseiples 
when he first sent them out, “to enter not into any city of the 
Samaritans, but to go rather to the lost sheep of the ane of 
Israel.’ The land of Judea may be regarded in the days of the 
Savior's incarnation, as the home field, in which the great Law- 
giver stood and delivered this salemn command, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every creature.” Though 
this command is universal—embracing the world, yet he cowi- 
manded his apostles to begin the work of evangilization at » 
particular point. Luke, in recording the commission, ailds the 
following ¢ use: “ beginning at Jerusalem.” Yes, commence at’ 
home, proclaim to your own families, your own countrymen, the 
news of salvation. The Apolstles began theiggzreat work at 
Jerusalem. We see the gloridus results. During the first revival | 
ibout three thousand were added unto them. In a short time 
five thousand more were obedient unto the faith. Thus the grand 
reer continued to spread, until doubtless all Jerusalem, and all 

_Jedee heard the gospel of Christ. Thence it was carried to 
the gentiles. It is useless to argue this point further—it is clear. ° 
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Now brethren | appeal qirectitly to you, though, you have dove 
well, acted nobly in this good cause. Yet, have you done all » 
your power? All it is your duty to have done in this benificer: 
work ? Let us remember that we are only stewards of Christan 
give an account: to him of our stewardship. All »
